SMALL BUT UNIMPORTANT 


Every so often the statement is made that small business 
is losing out in the American enterprise system, that the little 
fellows cannot compete with the larger concerns. 


Such a statement may seem convincing at times when one 
observes some smaller companies being merged or taken over 
by bigger companies. Yet, the fact is that small business is 
thriving more now than it ever has. ‘ 


One of our foremost mercantile agencies reveals that in 
1870 we had 427,000 independent commercial and industrial 
organizations. This was one for every 91 persons in the coun. 
try. Today there are approximately 2,707,000 businesses, or 
one for each 56 persons. 

The importance of the small enterprises is shown, for ex- 
ample, in the automotive industry where one car manufacturer 
depends on nearly 1100 supplies located in more than 200 com- 
munities. Most of the 32,000 retailers who distribute auto- 
mobiles and automobile products are definitely small business- 
men. 

To be sure, the road for little business is not always 
smooth. But a number of very constructive things are being 
done to help it. One of these, the Small Business Advisory 
Service of California’s statewide branch banking system makes 
thorough-going surveys of various types of small business in 
order to better acquaint owners and managers with the pitfalls 
they may encounter and to give them a better concept of the 
fundamentals of their businesses. The fact that the bank has 
filled requests for more than 200,000 pamphlets on, these sub- 
jects give some indication of the scope of its work. 

It isn’t likely that small business will ever lack an im- 
portant place in the American economy, and as long as small 
business is healthy we can be sure that business in general will 
be sotind.

Ex-Model Victim 
In $428, 000 
Jewel Burglary 


NEW YORK (UP) — A dar- 
ing band of thieves stole $428,- 
000 in gems and $500 in cash 
from the hall closet of a gor- 
geous auburn-haired former 
model yesterday in the biggest 
jewel theft in Manhattan his- 
tory. 

Hazel-eyed Mrs. Maxine Sanson 
said the thieves, who broke into her 
exclusive apartment while she was 
enjoying herself at a mystery mov- 
ie, overlooked another $75,000 in 
jewels, plus costly furs and other 
valuables. 

Mrs. Sanson at first told police 
she had been robbed of $1,000,000 
in jewels. Police later scaled down 
that figure to $290,000. But after 
a thorough search and recheck of 
her jewels, police revised the fig- 
ure upwards again to $428,000. 

The FBI immediately entered 
the case, hinting the robbery might 
have been the work of an inter- 
national gang of jewel thieves. 

Mrs. Sanson and her millionaire 
husband Stanford D. Sanson, 49, 
a hosiery manufacturer, posed for 
photographers in their luxurious 
apartment after counting up their 
losses. 

“They want us to look pleasant 


in our hour of grief,” she said to| 


her husband. 

“Dont worry, Honey,” he said. 
“It’s only money.” 

Mrs. Sanson told police she went 
to a movie alone last night be- 
cause her husband was in Phila- 
delphia on business. He rushed 
home yesterday when notified of 
the robbery.
